1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-23 are 
allowable over prior art references because related references do not disclose all the limitations 
of the claims, in particular, canceling precursor-ISI from a previous CCK codeword based on the 
chip-time reversed estimate of a current CCK codeword and computing conjugates of chip 
values and using these conjugates to cancel precursor ISI using DFE coefficients. Prior art 
references further do not disclose canceling postcursor-ISI and precursor-ISI in a DFE with two 
feedback cancellers, wherein the feedback cancellers use the same set of the time-reversed 
coefficients to cancel the ISI.
